Still ‘Free’ Eventually, GC Secondary Treatment in Need of Funds

Granite City is facing a fi- 
nancial dilemma in its need to 
raise $400,000 for additional en- 
gineering work on its proposed 
new secondary sewage treat- 
ment plant’ which the state and 
federal governments say must 
be completed and in operation 
by Dec. 31, 1973. 

As a result, the problem could 
delay development of both the 
treatment plant project and 
sewer treatment service to Ven- 
ice, Nameoki and Chouteau 
townships. 

The townships propose, under 
sponsorship of Madison County, 
the construction of an intercep- 
tor sewer system that would tie

Portell at Edwardsville of evi-

into Granite City sewer lines for 
both primary and secondary 
treatment. 

A suggestion by Mayor Donald 
Partney that the city might be 
able to raise funds for engineer- 
ing fees and thus proceed with 
detailed planning for the sec- 
ondary plant by obtaining ‘“‘ad- 
vance” funds from the township 
project was described by of- 
ficials involved in the township 
program as “impossible.” 

Under present plans, the 
township group made up of the 
supervisors of Venice, Nameoki, 
Granite City and Chouteau town- 
ships, propose to build the in- 
terceptor sewers through Gran- 
ite City’s three adjoining town- 
ships and then “buy” treatment 


service from Granite City under 
a rental fee system that would 
guarantee the city about 20% of 
the cost of the interceptor con- 
struction. 

Await Cost Estimate 

The township program is sep- 
arate from the city’s project for 
construction of the secondary 
sewage treatment plant. No cost 
estimate of the township pro- 
gram has yet been advanced, 
since plans still are being pre- 
pared. 

The city, on the other hand, 
has completed preliminary plan 
reports which estimate total 
cost of the treatment plant, 
necessary city interceptor lines 
and stormwater overflow fa- 
cilities at $15.3 million. 


These reports and preliminary 
plans were prepared by M-W, 
Inc., St. Louis engineering firm, 
at_a cost of $102,000. 

The reports have been filed 
with the Illinois State Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and 
federal anti - pollution agencies 
from which the city expects to 
receive 80% of the overall con- 
struction costs in outright 
grants. 

Mayor Partney has pointed 
out repeatedly that since the 
federal government is expected 
to pay about 50% of the plant 
construction cost, the state 30%, 
and the townships 20%, Granite 
City will be acquiring its new 
plant at virtually no cost to 
the city. 


The city, however, must carry 
out all of the necessary pre- 
liminary work, including an ac- 
tual start on construction, be- 
fore it is likely to obtain either 
state or federal money. 

It is certain that the city will 
receive no funds from the town- 
ship project until that planning 
also is finalized, bonds issued 
and work on the interceptor 
sewers begun.

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Church Pastor Attends 
Counseling Seminar 


Pastor Arvin Twietmeyer of 
Concordia Lutheran Church, 
23rd Street and Grand Avenue 
participated in a special Mar- 
riage and Family Counseling 
Seminar conducted by the Luth- 
eran Church-Missouri Synod at 
Sunset Hill Holiday Inn. Pastor 
Twietmeyer was one of 24 Lu- 
theran clergymen from the area 
invited to take part in the semi- 
nar directed by Rev. Edwin J. 
Fritze, project director of the 
Pastoral Training Program for 
Family Counseling of the 
church's Board of Parish Edu- 
cation in St. Louis. 

The seminar program is de- 
signed to give the pastors an 
exposure to the dynamics of 
human behavior, and training in 
the skills and techniques of 
counseling to equip him to be 
most effective in counseling 
with people having marriage 
and family problems. To 
achieve this goal, the clergy- 
men met for eight days of ses- 
sions in a period of two weeks 

“Two accents of the program 
are the strengthening of the 
pastor's own family relationship 
and to facilitate his outreach 
into the community,” said Rev. 
Fritze, who developed the par- 
ticular seminar approach. So 
far, eight seminars have been 
held since March 1, 1970, when 
the program began 

At the end of the sessions, 
Pastor Twietmeyer said, “It 
was a uniquely rewarding ex- 
perience to be in the company 
of 24 pastors and their wives, 
who in a completely honest and 
accepting atmosphere, while 
working to understand problems 
of human behavior, found pre- 
vious puzzles to finally fall in 
place and were able to confirm 
patterns which before were 
only suspected. In better under- 
standing my own self I surely 
have become a far better coun- 
selor."" é 

During the two-week seminar 
Pastor Twietmeyer also was 
trained in the use of the Taylor- 
Johnson Temperament Analysis 
and was registered for its use. 
“1 expect to find the analysis 
most helpful for counseling in 
dividuals and couples before and 
after marriage,"’ he stated. 

Nineteen seminars have al 
ready been scheduled for var 
ious regions of the country 
‘enough to last through 1973,” 
Pastor Fritze said, ‘“‘and we are 
going to schedule 25 before tak- 
ing another look at the pro- 
gram.” In some areas, it is

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UF Agencies Help When Trouble Strikes 


You pride yourself that you 
don’t need heip from anyone.

Touch of Home 

‘These centers provide recrea- 
tion, educational resources, and 
a touch of home through USO 
hostesses so the soldiers, sail- 
ors, and airmen have options 
other. than a drinking binge, a 
prostitute, or a needle to oc- 
cupy free time. 

That men do enjoy the alter- 
native activities offered by the 
USO is evidenced by the 200,000 
men in Vietnam alone who last 
year made 33 million visits to 
USO centers. 

Another proof that USO works 
is the interest of men at the 
Depot in USO projects. When 
volunteers were needed for the 
USO Fun Fair booth, Ray 
Uram had no recruiting prob- 
lems. Col. Billy Odneal and Lt. 
John Hengel also have been 
cooperative with USO activities 
The government provides no fi- 
nancial support to the organi 
zation, however.

Always on Call 
Local Red Cross personnel 
are on call 24 hours a day for

contact with almost any place 
in the world. In this way infor- 
mation can easily be exchanged 
—so that a serviceman can be 
notified, for instance, that his 
mother is near death, get emer- 
gency leave and advancement 
of plane fare, and be home 
within 24 hours. The Red Cross 
verifies the need for all emer- 
gency leaves. 

In aaaition, the Red Cross 
runs the Bloodmobile, commu- 
nity swim program, and 
teaches first aid to the people 
who need to know—Girl Scout 
leaders, civil defense workers, 
firemen, police, and Bi-State 
bus drivers. Through the Red 
Cross Youth program young 
people are encouraged to think 
about other people—they visit 
nursing homes, orphanages, 
and Scott Air Base Hospital 

Meets Basic Needs 


Protestant Welfare meets the 
basic needs of people who are 
unemployed, disabled or _in- 
volved in an emergency. The 
United Fund agency provides 
food, clothing, counseling by 
ministers, medical equipment, 
and mobile meals to the sick. 

In September alone, 15 people 
were given orders of food or 
clothing, and 171 persons _re- 
ceived a total of $615 in relief.

They are thankful that their 
one son (actually grandson) 
who was unconscious for a year 
as a result of an auto accident 
is now not only conscious but 
also has full mental ability and 
is making fine progress in 
walking—despite doctor's pre- 
dictions. 


When told the kids were 
lucky to find parents like them 
they replied, “No. We were for- 
tunate to have these children 
to watch them grow. There’s 
nothing like kids to keep you 
young, happy, alive, and con- 

Mrs. David said. 

Since the David's don’t have 
a whole lot of extras, ‘because 
we spent what we had on the 
kids,” Protestant Welfare is 
more than happy to help the 
Davids and people like them 
when they need help!

Should the seller to 
take “no” for an answer and 
continue to dun the consumer 
for payment, or insist on com 
pleting the contract, the con- 
sumer should then notify the 
consumer fraud division of the 
attorney general's office, Scott 
said.

Dear Nana--Occupational Therapy at 
Low Cost; Magazines for Rest Homes

Dear Nana: 

In a’ rest home where I 
worked we had a problem of 
doing a lot of occupational ther- 
apy on a small budget. 

Here are a few of the low- 
cost items I thought might be of 
interest to your readers and 
other activity directors who are 
in this type of work. 

We used scraps of prepasted 
wallpaper to cover ice cream 
boxes, cut lids out of cardboard 
and covered them. Hinges were 
stapled-on elastic. Trim was 
rickrack, tape, plastic flowers 
or anything pretty that came to 
hand. A nice catch was made 
with a clamp-on earring on the 
basket and stapled-on loop on 
the lid. Closet boxes for gloves, 
hose and so on were made to 
match. 

Hot plate mats were made by 
putting decals on various col- 
ored ceramic tiles. Pillows were 
made of various scraps (old 
neckties are fine) and were 
filled with shredded plastic gar- 
ment bags. 

Beautiful flower arrangements 
were made with bases of drift- 
wood or other polished wood 
(manzanita is lovely). Holes 
were bored to hold candles. 
Dried weeds were sprayed with 
gold or silver. 


Plastic ivy was often added 
with certain traditional flowers 
at Christmas. Old flowers were 
used but sprayed with paint to 
freshen them. Just price these 
arangements at a florist, 

Our most rewarding project 
was dressing and restoring 
dolls. These can be picked up 
for a few cents at the thrift 
shops. Most shops that handle 
wigs will donate ones that do 
not sell, These make new hair 
for the dolls. 

Clothing is made of scraps. 
Shoes can be crocheted in a few 
minutes, There are many chil- 
dren who would love these toys.

These projects can all be 
made without cost except for 
glue and paint. It only takes a 
good eye for scavenging. Our 
items sold well in our gift shop 
and brought in the money need- 
ed for the few materials we had 
to buy. 

The covered ice cream boxes 
are fine for hats, knitting, sew- 
ing, etc. And they are very 
pretty too, Dried cattails make 
lovely arrangements. 

For Christmas we used dried 
thistles in various lengths, hung 
with tiny colored Christmas 
balls and mounted on a styro- 
foam base. 

Styrofoam balls covered with 
braid, beads, costume jewels, 
sequins or any pretty little 
gadgets make beautiful Christ- 
mas balls. Silk balls can be 
made, stuffed with cotton, sa- 
chet powder, and trimmed with 
tiny plastic flowers for closets. 
Styrofoam bases should be 
sprayed with snow.

Law Enforcement Division 
of the Illinois Conservation De- 
partment, is hopeful that the 
majority of the hunters will do 
as they did last year and hunt 
uccessfully.

450,000 hunting licenses wer sold 
throughout the state. Of that 
total, only 1,040 hunters were 
arrested in the four top cate- 
gories which cause the most 
probelm.

CHOOSING THE RIGHT 
SEWING MACHINE 


If you are in the market for 
a sewing machine, part of your 
decision should be made at 
home before you even. start 
looking at different makes and 
models 


The first point to consider is 
the kind of sewing for which 
you are buying the machine. 


Many homemakers use their 
machines only for occasional 
plain sewing, patching or for 
making simple garments. For 
such work a_ straight-sewing 
machine or one that has, in ad- 
dition, just the zig-zag stitch, is 
satisfactory. This type may also 
be preferred by the woman 
whose chief interest is fine 
dressmaking and tailoring and 
who has little use for machine. 
made decorative effects. 


The more versatile swing- 
needle or zig-zag type machines 
are designed to handle a wider 
range in stitch styles and spe- 
cialty sewing, such as decorat 
ive ‘stitching and embroidery 
These machines do the jobs in 
tended for the attachments that 
can be bought for the straight- 
sewing machines — and which 
are so seldom used. 


Added attractions on some of 
the néwer machines include 
needle - threading devices, self- 
adjusting ‘tensions. You ‘must 
decide whether the specialty job 
will be done often enough or 
the special devices are import- 
ant enough to you to warrant 
the added cost. 


Another choice rests ‘between 
cabinet and portable machines. 
A cabinet with well-supported 
leaves and sturdy legs gives 
good sewing support and is 
ready for instant use. Since its 
main purpose is to house the 
machine, choose a cabinet for 
comfort, sturdiness, and con- 
venience. 


The portable is the usual 
choice where space is limited, 
as in small homes and apart 
ments, or where a machine 
must often be moved from 
place to place. Some portables 
are merly the regular, heavy 
sewing head sometimes inade 
quately wired and set into 
cheap, heavy and unwieldly 
carrying S. 

But portables can be pur. 
chased with lightweight con 
struction and with base and 
carrying case designed for the 
machine — sturdy and well-fin: 
ished. Whether you buy a heavy 
or lightweight portable, check 
to see if the machine can har 
dle bulky articles. 

If you need to move a port 
able machine often, be sure you 
can lift it comfortable from the 
floor to the table. 

A personal inspection of a 
variety of machines will help 
you decide on the one best suit 
ed to your purpose. Visit your

Choose a machine that is easy 
for you to operate, is readily 
justed to your varying sewing 
needs, and is easy to care for 
and keep in perfect running 
order.

A somewhat complicated—but 
extremely important — matter 
which affects a great many Illi- 
nois citizens is the financing of 
pension systems. 

Some pension systems funded 
by the state, or regulated by the 
slate, are not in good financial 
condition, 

A good example is the Down- 
state Teachers’ Pension System. 
This covers all teachers outside 
the city of Chicago. 

The Downstate Teachers’ Pen- 
sion System has an “‘actuarial 
deficiency” as of June 30, 1970, 
of $936 million. The audit re- 
port for June 30, 1971, will not

Very few 
systems, however, are fully 
funded, 

The breaking point for a 
system that is in reason- 
ably good shape is one that 
is 75% funded. Some ex-

The State Employees’ Re- 
tirement System has an ac- 
tuarial deficiency as of June 
30, 1970, of $279 million. 

Yet, despite this deficien- 
cy, a little noted memoran- 
dum went around to all the 
payroll clerks in state gov- 
ernment saying that the 
various offices should pay 
into the pension system not 
6.4% of salary, as we have

Communist China and expel Nationalist China 
generates mixed feelings. We spent a week on 
Taiwan (Formosa) during a month-long Far 
East visit two years ago and became acquainted 
with many of the Nationalist Chinese. 


It is understandable and commendable that 


Engineering costs up to 
this point have been $102,000. 


The townships have proposed, under Mad- 
ison County governmental sponsorship, to build 
an interceptor sewer system that would tie into 
Granite City sewer lines for both primary and 
secondary treatment.

We generally take a positive attitude to- 
ward proposals for new enterprises in this area 
but we wonder whether the idea of a new state 


prison is a good one. 


At a time when probation, parole and re- 
habilitation philosophy is endeavoring to reduce 
the number of prison inmates, it would seem 


the United States is seeking to establish normal, 
basic contacts with Red China, which not only 
has a huge slice of the world’s population but 
also has become a nuclear power.

local bowling establishment. 

On a long range plan the cli- 
ents who have shown great im- 
provement at the Day Hospital 
are evaluated as to the type of 
employment for which they are 
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best suited. They are then sent 
to a training school in St. Louis, 
to SIU-SW or to a specialized

Lindberg Is Eager 
For Secretary of 
State Position

Springfield State Rep. 
George Lindberg, R-Crystal 
Lake, has become the first Re- 
publican in the state to publicly 
express a desire to be GOP 
candidate for secretary of state 
in 1972. 

“Yes, very much so,” says 
the 39-year-old attorney when 
asked if he is interested in run- 
ning for secretary of state. ‘‘It's 
an office that has suffered a 
long time. It has been held in 
poor regard as far as integrity 
of a state office, but it doesn’t 
have to be that way. 

“I believe 1 could be a good 
administrator and, at the same 
time, help restore public con- 
fidence in the office.” 

He aaas, ‘I would like to run 
for statewide office and 1 would 
like to serve the people state- 
wide. I’m convinced the Re- 
publican ticket headed by 
Chuck Percy and Dick Ogilvie 

going to win next year, and 

I'd like to be part of it.” 

Lindberg says he will talk to 
party leaders, including Ogilvie, 
over the next week or two to 
determine how much backing 
for the nomination he could 
expect. 

“This should tell me whether 
1 would be a viable candidate 
in '72," he comments. “But I'm 
not going to bulldoze myself 
onto. the ticket. I'll run only if 
assured of good, sound support,” 
which means the backing of 
Ogilvie and the GOP state or- 
ganization 

Lindberg earlier announced 
his candidacy for the Illinois 
Senate from a heavily Re- 
publican district. He would 
be almost guaranteed of 
nomination and_ election 
from the newly apportioned 
district. 

Several other prominent 
Republicans have been men- 
tioned as prospective secre- 
tary of state candidates. 
Among them are John Al- 
torfer, William Harris, Ed- 
mund Kucharski and Wil- 
liam Cellini. 

However, Lindberg is the first 
to publicly make himself 
available. 

He says his interest is based 
on the assumption that Re- 
publican Secretary of State 
John Lewis will not run. It is 
generally believed that Lewis 
will soon take himself out of 
contention. 

Lindberg’s main supporter at 
the moment is fellow Rep. 
James ‘‘Pate’’ Philip of Elm- 
hurst, Republican chairman of 
DuPage County. 

Philip's backing has made Re- 
publican leaders sit up and take 
notice of Lindberg, for DuPage 
County (percentage-wise) is the 
strongest GOP county in the 
state and one of the strongest 
in the nation. It is a populous 
county just west of Chicago 
and Cook County 

Lindberg is a three-term 
legislator. He has a statewide 
reputation by virtue of being 
chairman of the newsmaking 
House Ethics in Government 
Commission, which is leading 
the fight for strong govern- 
mental ethics legislation this 
session. 

In the past, he headed the 
special investigative panel that 
investigated ethics in the 
Judiciary. 

Tough ethics legislation 
may emerge from this ses- 
sion, and the package will 
no doubt bear a_ strong 
Lindberg imprint. It would 
be a decided plus as a 
campaign issue next year, 
with Lindberg posing as 
“Mr. Clean” promising long- 
overdue reform in the sec- 
retary of state’s office. 
Though he holds no official 

leadership post in the House, 
Lindberg is one of the leading 
Republican lawmakers.

Smyser said, “Although our 
Agency did try to present our 
case to out-state legislators last 
year, in Missouri we were sin- 
gularly unsuccessful. The same 
bill which gave Kansas City the 
means to ‘help its public transit 
system, was amended before 
passage to exclude Bi-State 
from obtaining similar help 
from St. Louis. With revenue 
no longer adequate to meet our 
needs, and recognizing the fact 
that fares cannot rise to higher 
levels, if the states and local 
communities. decline to act to 
provide an operating subsidy, 
when our funds are exhausted, 
the Bi-State Transit System 
may cease to operate.” 

Smyser pointed out that the 
proposed rapid transit system 
offers the hope of attracting a 
higher patronage, and thus may 
be able to pay i's operating 
costs from reasonable fares. 
However, there is a large capi- 
tal expenditure necded, and the 
system cannot be built over- 
night. In the meantime the Bi 
State Transit System must be 
improved in order to fulfill the 
requirements for it to serve as 
a feeder bus network for the 
future 86-mile rail-like rapid 
transit system. 

In conclusion Smyser remind- 
ed the assembled businessmen 
of the words of Carlos C. Villar- 
real, Director of the Urban 
Mass Transportation Adminis 
tration of the Department of 
Transportation, who said ‘that 
any city that allows its current 
mass transportation system. to 
run down will not be in a posi- 
tion to receive federal funding 
for rapid transit."

525 Licenses 
For Bingo in 
State So Far 


By JOAN MURARO

Springfield—While bingo cards 
haven’t exactly flooded the 
state, now that the game is 
legal for charitable groups, a 
steady stream of applications 
for bingo licenses is reported 
by the Illinois Revenue Depart- 
ment. 

A little less than 550, “prob- 
ably about 525,” licenses had 
been issued by late October, 
just over three weeks after the 
date when the game became 
legal in the state. 

The licenses being issued 
now, at a cost of $200 each, 
will’ be good for less than a 
year, expiring next June 30. 
Future licenses, however, will 
be issued for one-year periods. 

Of the gross receipts from 
the games, the state takes 10% 
off the top, with that share be- 
ing divided between the state’s 
mental and educational funds. 
The sponsoring group then pays 
for prizes and claims its profit, 
out of the nine-tenths remain- 
ing. 

The applicants must be 
non-profit religious, char- 
itable, labor, fraternal, ed- 
ucational or veterans or- 
ganizations which have 
been in exsitence five years 
cense. Bingo licenses are 
for a single, specified day 
each week. 

The law restricts the 
value of prizes offered to 
not more than $500 per 
game, or $2,250 in any, sin- 
gle day. The number of 
games played is limited to 
25 a day. 

The price of the bingo card 
is limited to $1. 

Persons under 18 are not per- 
mitted to play bingo, and may 
be in the area only when ac- 
companied by a parent 

Sponsors of the legislation

lative lobbying, reportedly were 
somewhat surprised at the low 
number of license applications, 
but blamed it on the high li- 
cense costs, uncertainty of prof- 
its and the fact that the first 
year’s ‘license is good for less 
than a full year.

Farm Column 


By WARREN W. BUNDY 
Madison County 
Extension Adviser 


Madison county farmers con- 
tinue to report generally good 
corn yields ‘but low soybean 
yields as they progress with 
harvest of their more than 80,- 
000 acres of corn and 90,000 
acres of soybeans. 

It's a real tribute to farmers 
ability and to the total agricul- 
tural industry to bounce back 
this year with high corn yields 
after last year’s corn blight 
damage and the potential threat 
of the disease to this year’s 
crop. 

Corn ends up as meat, milk, 
eggs, cereal, and a host of 
other food and industrial prod- 
ucts. Consumers benefit from 
abundant farm production. Corn 
growers have to figure how 
they can make a profit this 
year from good corn yields at 
low corn prices. 

With soybeans—we didn't do 
so well this year. Soybean yields 
are low, and we can blame the 
weather which is always one of 
the uncertainties in farming.

Soybean prices are higher 
than a year ago, Farmers have 
to figure how they can make a 
profit from low soybean yields 
at a higher price. Consumers of 
soybean oil and meal products 
will pay more due to our small- 
er supply of soybeans. 

Soybean variety test plots at 
the farm owned by Wilbur Fed- 
erer and operated by Othmar 
Geiger south of Alhambra were 
harvested Sept. 23. The plots 
were planted May 20. 

Early maturing varieties 
yielded highest this. year, in 
contrast with last year when 
the late varieties, Clark 63 and 
Cutler, were highest. 

The variety, Wayne, was high- 
est yielding at 46.1 bushels per 
acre and moisture content of 
13.9 percent.

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Deadline for Price 
Ceilings Extended 


The Noy. 1 deadline for all 
merchants to have lists of ceil- 
ing prizes available for the 
products and services they sell 
has been extended, according to 
Jay G. Philpott, District Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue Service. 

The IRS has been assisting 
the Cost of Living Council and 
the Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness in carrying out Pres- 
ident Nixon’s Wage-Price-Rent 
Freeze Program since its in- 
ception Aug. 16. 

Mr. Philpott said, “The Coun- 
cil is extending the deadline un- 
til the Price Commission ap- 
proves its post-freeze price poli- 
cies and any requirements for 
ceiling price lists, which may 
prove to be different from those 
currently in effect.” 

He emphasized that in order 
to comply with the present pro- 
gram’ requirement, each mer- 
chant must have either a ceiling 
price “list” available, or pro- 
vide, on request, ceiling price 
“information” to customers by 
mail within 48 hours. If a ceil- 
ing price “list” is not available, 
the merchant must post a large 
sign on each floor of his estab- 
lishment announcing that ceil- 
ing price information is avail- 
able upon the customer’s writ- 
ten request. 

Mr. Philpott said his investi- 
gators are continuing to make 
Spot checks of businesses to de- 
termine the extent of voluntary 
compliance with the President’s 
“freeze” program. 

“So far 616 spot checks have 
meen made in the Springfield 
District. Of this number only 
51 alleged. violations were 
found,’’ Mr. Philpott said.
